Formulae For 
Basic Starch 


Miéxture 
By ELEANOR ROSS 


WE just don't know why there 
fe all the argument anent 
starch, say what you will, 
starch is essential for fresh- 
looking cottons and linens, 
Starch not only replaces the 
original fin'sh in these Washable 
fabrics, but also mukeg clothes 
and other starchables easicr to 
lounder, and keeps them look- 
ing cleaner, too. Dirt will not 
penctrate the smooth starched 
surface, .but-wagshes out when 
the clothes ‘are laundered 
easily. So it becomes merely o 
matter of what type of starch 
and the desired concentration, 
which, regardless of type or 
brand, is dependent upon 
fabric and personal preference, 


Bosic Mixture 


For a good basic starch mix- 
ture, -mix % cup lump, pow- 
dered or crystaline starch or 14 
cubes with % «. cold water, 
Gradually add 2 quart (8 cups) 
briskly bolling water; stir ‘until 
amooth. Cover to prevent film 
forming on surface. Strain. 
Dilute with hot water for desir- 
ed finish. It ls not necessary 
to boll staroh, put if a boiled 
starch is preferred, then follow 
above recipe and boll for about 
4 minutes, Starch = mix- 
ture is best prepared 
just before using. And soft 
water makes for better starch- 
ing just.as it makes for better 
washing. ? 


Sort clothes that are to ne 
starched as they come from the 
scoond rinse water, according to 
Onish desired. Turn coloured 
clothes inside out; shale all gar- 
ments before starching. Always 
use hot starch, really ‘thot starch 
for better penetration of fabric 
fibres, except, 
special cold water starch variety, 


Essential Point 
Always there should be 


‘enough’ starch solution. so that': 


‘all articles can be thoroughly 
immersed. Squeeze starch mix- 
ture thoroughly through fabric to 
penctrate fabric Obres, The pro- 
fessional laundress who gave us 
these hints says that if starch 
Is on the fabric surface only it 
may result in “imp” garments, 
uneven starching or tho tron 
sticking, things that dismay the 
eginner housewife so much.

— It 
Is apparent that when he heard 
someone in the library, Forbes 
mopped the lather from _ his 
face with a towe] as he walked 
out to the library. After he be- 
held the-intruder, he ran back 
to the bathroom and unchained 
the dog. As he did 90, he used 
both hands to unchain the dog, 
and dropped the towel contain- 
ing the lather which had been 
wiped from his face, This 
towel _ was dropped near’. the 
edge of the bathtub, in exactly 
where it would 
have been dropped, logically 
and naturally, under the cir- 
cumstances, The dog sprang 
toward the intruder with 
bared teeth, and as counsel for 
the prosecution has so aptly re- 
marked, ‘and ag witnesses for 
the prosecution have so truth- 
fully testified, endeavoured to 
save the Iife of his master, The 
assassin shot the dog at close 
quarters.

Broadcast 
To Nation 


Manila, Jan. 16. 

President Quirino, in a 
radio broadcast to the na- 
tion last night, exhorted the 
people to develop’ moral 
strength and a spirit of 
unity to help the country 
“prepare for a war of de- 
fence.” 

“Don't deceive yourselves 
that we are in an actual war for 
Internal security—we have to 
seek first that moral strength 
rooted In a developed con- 
science, the strength that is best 
expressed in the unity of the 
people in support of our forces,” 
he said, 

Referring to the present ine 
ternal situation and cmergency 
hinging on the Korean war, 
Mr Quirino said, “In the crisis 
that we, In common with the 
rest of humanity, face today, 
the ultimate protection and 
preservation of our: cherished 
liberty. and our survival itself 
mus; depend on the quality of 
our spirit—of faith, love and 
loyalty to our country, of self- 
sacrifice or selflessness and 
solidarity, I know of no other 
basis, I know, ‘as you lnow, 
that we have no other 
answer." 

Delivering his monthly “radio 
chat”, the President said tho 
Government's efforts to prepare 
for contingencies in the future 
would not suffice unless people 
displayed o spirit of self-help 
and contributed to the common 
cause for “national survival". 


PEOPLE WARNED 


He warned the people against 
being "lulled into a false senso 
of security In the apparent abe 
sence of extra sensational 
developments.” 

"We now enjoy liberty and 
freedom,” he continued, “We 
have our own civilisation.
